Ho never lost an opportunity of talking 
Btnilght to them about their Bins, the 
IntC'TcMm of their souls, and the clalmq 
or Hla Father's law. The young ruler 
corner to Him, and ho |s so lovable, so 
moral, bo good, might ho not have been 
allowed to Join thb llttlo band of dlHcl- 
pley, and to have giilned light gradually? 
"Vet lackcBt thou one thlMK," was pro- 
nounced all the moro Clearly because 
"Ho loved him." "Sell that thou haai, 
And follow Mo" rang out all the moro dis- 
tinctly bccauflb He eouWl offer trcimurea 
for the Boul. 

Tho compassion of Jesus was not of 
the maudlin kind which leaves men their 
"little IndulgcnclcH," and nhrlnkg from

He could have fed them by 
a miracle overy day, as easily as on the 
two ©ccaalons when He multiplied the 
brend : and who could have lectured on 
science, or history, or Invention, so clear- 
ly, so perfectly, as He to whom nil know- 
iedgo must be as an open book?

He did not live In the Htylo and com* 
panlon^hli» of the worldly Pharisee*, and 
cineasionally visit Peter, James and John. 



Ho called the devils out of those whom 
they tormented, and then let loose tliK 
whole strange ilock of ex-harlots, mani- 
acs, and lepers, to tell His praises and 
to ^ailicr olhers lo Ills presence. Chrl;!i 
went up to Calvary undismayed by Hi^ 
perfect knOiv)i?(]Ee of sinful, perverse, op- 
posing men, to die for the whole ungrate- 
ful raco. Christ hoped and believed in Ht3 
own bluckeat hour for the dying black- 
i.'ii]ird •^t His »7l^c. nnd snvea him as lu' 
hung there. Talk about "eternal hope .'"

SIXTH : THE COMPASSION OI'' 
JESVTS IB FURTHER DISTINGUISHED 
ijy HIS EVER GOING STRAIGHT TO 
THE ONE END. 

Th*^ whnlfl work Of ChrlHt was aimed 
at the lialvatlon of men's souls. And this 
la not iho loFS true beo.s.use He also Ix.*- 
ncllted thulr bodies by healing their dis- 
eases and sympathizing with their sor- 

Thia latter side of His work is much 
dwelt upon In these days, nnd yet it wits 
iL merely Incidental pitri. \i Ilu h'ui com^; 
to remove cnrlhly suflfcring, poverty, op- 
pression, ajid distress, He would, as I 
have polnte<l out, certainly have gono 
about It In a dirreront way. He would 
have aimed nt riches and position and 
ease, in order that He might have sbP-r- 
ed them with His own chosen ones. Ho 
would have sought to build up an earth- 
ly kingdom, where men should neither 
hunccr nor ihtrst. nor be sick, nor die : 
.ind it would have been a for easier task 
than the founding of ibat new luvlslble 
kingdom whleh w*> have already tried to 
describe, where only the spiritual and 
eternal should he of much Importance. 
In compurlson. how much easier to have 
drawn crowds If He had always given 
them their dinner, than to hold foUowuni 
v/hu should enter into the mysterlou.s 
dnctrlnc. "I am the Bread of Life ;'• 
"Ye must be bom again !" 

l^uL He did feed the multitudes, and \W 
did hcnl the sick ! Tes. but He gave "i> 
the former when Ho found that they fol- 
lowed Him for that only, and HIh aci« 
of healing were flashes of the Dlvlnr 
power wlihin Him, rather than the "work 
given Him to do." "I camn to cnll slnn'-rs 
to repentance," "I :im come to set IMc 
daughter-in-law against her mother-in- 
law, nnd a man's foes shall bo those of 
his own household." "I came to brln^ 
hrc on earth/* *"T came not to flcn«i 
Ijeace. but a sword.'* These sayings, and 
multitudes of others, were doacrlptlvf 
of a spiritual mission, and yet He was 
most tender^ as wo readily trace, to evcrj- 
gufferlng. needy creature who camrt 
In contact with Him.

Thii highpst opinion he can form 
of It, and that would not bear 
very cloac InKpcctlon from an enllghtcn- 
rd nnd sensitive conscience, la that It Is 
not ns harmful as many forms of busi- 
ness which would be demanded If th.it 
did not exist. On the whole, the family 
ami the Individual deteriorate when en- 
gjigrd In a buainess where the nrMele eul- 
tivatod, manufaelured. or sold Is not a 
pojJltivc benefleent fiunllty. And ilie 
more clearly a man eomcs to giving up 
his entire farm to tobaeco or hops^ the 
more obvious beeomcs the decline of 
Chrlstlnn scnsHIvencss.

The Iinto BIB B. W. BICBARDSON^ 

Tim gnnt IcmiieraTiee oratfir. 

The late Sir B. W. Richardson^ who 
died laat November In London, Eng- 
land, waa a. true worker for tho public 
weal. In conjunction with a few others 
of the early hyglenlstsT he was the 
mpans of closlnc the London cravo- 
yards, founde«1 the Metropolitan Asao- 
riatlon for improving the dwelling of 
the wot'king classes, and secured the 
cleansinf; oC the premises used for 
liousinff British soldiers In England, 
which at the timo were so badly ar- 
ranired, from a sanitary aspect, that 
more men died from the erCecta of the 
bad dratnag^e than were killed in war. 
He wan also the vllst;overer of a valu- 
able mode oC application of ether spray 
tia a local anacQthetic In surgical oper- 
ations. He also Intrndnrert methylene 
bichloride as Fnfor than chloroform, 
and more reliable than ether. 



In connection with the deceased phy- 
sician's researches into the nature of 
anaesthetics may be mentioned the re- 
markable system he introduced for put- 
ting animnlfi to death painlessly, wlileli 
for years past has been In use at tlie 
Battersea Doss' Home. 

A striking testimony to Dr. Richard- 
son's popularity Avith scientific men 
was that which GOO of them combined 
to offer him in isr>s. 

In recognition of bis various contribu- 
tions to science and medicine, they pre- 
sented him with a microscope by Rosa 
and a thousand guineas. 

In the later years of his life* Dr. 
Richardson urged a crusndc against 
alcohol in every form. For this he was 
called a fanatic, to whieh he replied : 
"1 do not think there i.s anything won- 
derful In what Is called fanatlcLsm In 
so ^rand a cause. Fanaticism in its 
day has done a great deal for man- 
kind. Fanaticism discovered tbe new 
world. Fanaticism abolished tho sla^'o 
tt-ade both in England and America. 
I'^anaticlsm pulled down the feudal 
strongholds of tyranny. Fanaticism 
reformed those centres of moral pe.s- 
Hlenco, the jails of England. Fanatic- 
ism abohahed the Corn Lawa ; and if 
Fanaticism could convert England and 
nil other couTilrlcR It touches from In- 
temperanee Into subrlety, it would only 
be continuing Its beneficent work."

I replied Unit wlille some become sol- 
dif-p In our raiilia, it w.ia quite a coni- 
nioii tbluB for others, while refularly 
comlntr to our services^ to eohtlhue at 
the sai.ie time their attendance at their 
own church, and lo aa.sure ua, wltll evi- 
dent Blnccrliy, that they were strlvlnp to 
live better and nobler lives, 

"They come to your Dcnllcnt-form.'j 
and then bo to ctrafesslon?" 

I replied, "Yes." 

"Hut how do they retrnrd you ?" 

1 I'emarkod that It was not unusual 
for the more thoiKjlitfnl and devout 
amonu.'it them to tell ii.s ihat wc ontht 
lo be CathoKes. They considered us, I 
tiioilj-'ht, to liave much in common wltll 
Franela of /Issi and Aladame Guyon and 
(lie mystle class of rclluloalsls. 

■Ye.'i," he ,vild, "I see." 

And in other eases I had Utile doubt 
that cur desperat.r nielhod.'i had called 
to the true practice of tiieir fnllh some 
w^lio h.Td lapsed into open prolllBiicy or 
practical unbelief. 

EXPBRIUENTAL BEI.IGION. 

3. The conversation then passt>d ou to 
Ihe importance attached by the Army to 
tllc experimental aspect of religion. 1 re- 
marked that wc looitcd upon all men as 
lieiiit' either rlk'hl or wroilB in their rela- 
tions to Clod and tho eternal world, and 
that wiioii our people came across a man 
the question Involunlarlly arose In their 
hearts, often comhlB lo their lips, "Is this 
man saved ?*' And If not. by tho mercy 
of God, why cannot that srcat work be 
dniic at once ? What doth hinder ? Here 
is an opportunity. "Now Is tho accepted 
time, behold now Is tho day of salvation." 
And hero I said that we arc more at 
home, and often more successful In this 
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kind of dcailuB with the l(,noi int and he 
poor, than with tliose ivlio aie hi tit i tdu 
cated and In more comforlalile clrcum- 
atancca of life. 

Here Mr Gladstone made some very in- 
loresting and tbong-hiful observation.^, 
which sounded like spoken reneetlonn on 
truth Ihat already had lonij possession of 
his mind, concerning the Illiterate and 
unprejudiced oondltlon of tho poor being: 
mentally favorable to (hat simple obedi- 
ence to the truth necessary to salvation. 
I cannot ctll up the words bo used : I 
am not sure that If 1 could 1 .should r"- 
peal them, but they brouBht vividly In 
mind tlie IcachinB of two thousand years 
aso, that It was harder for a rich man 
—that Is, a man with a siipcrabimdanee 
of cither wealth or intellect or education 
—to enter tlio Kingdom of Heaven than 
for the man who, as this world cocs. Is 
HO much less favorably clrcumslancod.

As to the saerlflceg which Snlvatlonlsm 
required, lie apaln anokc, Willi ever.v 
mark of eatllbllshed conviction, as to the 
danecr lo which modern Chrlslbinlly Is 
exposed from the the opposlnp IntTuences 
of the world : saylni,- that the aniuencc. 
the tastC3, the habits and llic examples 
of the age nrc amonpt the most deadl.v 
enemies wllh which rcllijlon has to con- 
tend. 

"Yes," 1 aaid, "I hnd found It not un- 
common for tliose maklnp a profession of 
rellBlon lo talk of daerinee und zeal, or 
Christ and the salvation of men. while at 
the same time llvlnB lives of luxury anil 
?iisc. and provlnc how far there eould ho 
rollBlnns lieliet nf (he most serious char- 
acter which was little more than a sen- 
(Imeiit. tolally divorced from the jirac- 
lirc of the very self-denial It required 
and oniolncd- 

"Ah :•' he replied, wllh evident frelinB. 
and looklnc away Into the dlstanee, 
"there Is nolhlnu, I fear, easier ot iic- 
(IHlslllon that tho aBplratlona ot the laii- 
!,'iia(;e of devotion while llvlnp a life the 
opposite of all that Ihcy iTnply." 

I think it was here that the rCBUlallon 
prohlliltlnB any Salvation Soldier from 
ilslnc InloxlcatlUB liquor was referred to. 
Of this Mr. Gladstone appenreil to lie 
aware, but on my addlns that while IhcPe 
WHB no po.Hilivc rule to tli.at olTeot, onr 
lieoiile. almost (n a man. were .also nb- 
stnlnerfi from the use of tobacco, ho was 
much iutcrc.slcd, and on my tellhiB him. 
further, that wc lost a larBC number nt 
Koldlcr.'i In eonfleqnonco, the smoking 
habit npprarlnp to be more dlfflcult to 
break away from than the drinkinB hab- 
it, he remarked, "nut you say that this 
prolilbltton Is not nn absolute rule 7" 

"No," I Bald, "it Is not, but our people 
bavn gone abend of lifi In the eondemn- 
ntloil ot tho iiange, and have come lo 
think very poorly of any one who iii- 
dulBcs In 11, so that those ndrtleled to It 
genernlly nhandon tho pracilce or rorsako 
us."

But if the audience was dlatlnctlvc, 
what can tjc Bald about the platform, lla 
sloping heights were adoruod with OfB-

All tbe LeadlnjE Hlnlators Of tbe City,

Numbers In that vast crowd were evi- 
dently strangers to our meetlng.=i, and lis- 
tened curiously, albeit Impressed as the 
rousing opening wnr-son£^, and than the 
fervent prayer were sung and prayed In 
true Army style. 

Mayor Fleming, who was loudly ap- 
plauded, said that a tew months ago the 
civilized world was aroused to Indigna- 
tion and melted with .-.ympathy herausQ 
of the terrible outrages that w'ero being 
pnipetrated upon the Aimenlans. Be- 
cause of the sympathy of the Salvation 
Army and the Interest which It had taken 
In the aflllctcd ArmenlauH this great 
meeilng had axsembica to listen to the 
slatemcnts ot those who had esenped a 
horrible death. 

Then followed those statements-plain 
and unvarnished testimonies of per- 
secutions and unvarnished tcstlmon- 
le.=3, tbe horror of which thoae 
who spoke had been .igonlzod 
witnesses. For the next three-nunr- 
tors ot an hour the great crowd 
were transported to the scenes of those 
frightful butcheries and inhuman torture. 
Ah they heard of the dark d(?cds which 
had been committed, they burned with In- 
dignation ; as they listened to stories of 
liendlsii cruelty 

Thejr Bhnddorert wltb Horror and 
Ssrmpatliy. 

"I do believe, 1 will believe.' Strong 
bass voices, with a quaint rugged acoent 
that made Ihe old English chorus fall 
with now fervor upon the hearts of the 
crowd. Perhaps some read behind the 
singing ot tho little Armenian choir the 
lirlcc wllleh thousands ot their country- 
men had bccjn called upon to pay for 
a faith that refused to let go the Christ 
of Cnlvary for Islam and carlhly safely 
and prosperity. Tremendous applause 
not only commended ihe singing, but de- 
manded a repetition. 

One of tho most touching of the expcrl- 
enecs was given by n woman. Her grace- 
ful figure stooped aa with the weight of 
former sorrows, and her downcast face 
was full of deepest sadness. Her words
